The  Second  Sessio.v  of  th.,-  Bay  ok  Qlixte  C^onfehfjxck  was 
opened  in  Port  Hope,  in  the  RroM-n  Street  Methodist  Church  on 
Thur.'^day,  June  4th,  1885,  at  10  a.m. 

The  Rev.  James  Cuuts.  President  of  Conference,  took  the  chair, 
and  directed  the  devotional  c.xercise.s. 

The  5;:n  st  hymn  was  sunn-.  The  Rev.  Dr.  BiiEDiN,  Secretary  of 
Conference,  read  the  .52nd  chapter  of  Isaiah  and  2nd  chapter  .jf 
the  Second  Epistle  of  St.  Paul  U,  Timothy.  Revs.  John  S.  Clarke 
and  ])r.  Badgley  led  in  prayer. 

The  Secretary  read  the  following  official  statement  of  the

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The  RfV.  VV.  H.  Emsi.ky  was  ro-appointed  .Journal  Secretary. 

Resolutions  of  thanks  were  conlially  passed  and  tencU'red  to 
the  ex-Pre.sident  and  ex-S«'cret»iry  for  their  valuabNi  scrvice.s  dur- 
inj^  tlje  year,  to  which  .suitahh'  rft]ili(),s  wert-  made. 

On  motion  it  wa-s  UeHolwd, — That  we  re-atlirm  the  resolution  of 
last  yi'ur  for  the  appointment  of  a  Noniinatinj;  Committee,  viz., 
that  one  minister  and  one  layman  he  ap]»ointt'd  from  each  Di.strict 
by  the  members  present  from  the  respective  Districts.

1.— REY.   ISAAC  WELDON, 

Eldest  son  of  Levi  Weldoii,  E8(|.,  of  Mariposa,  County  of  Victoria,  was  born  on 
the  23rd  of  August,  1835,  and  die<l  in  the  luirsonaire,  Colborne,  on  the  4th  of 
April  last,  in  the  fiftieth  yenr  of  his  ago. 

Brother  Weldon  was  (if  go(»d  U.  E.  stock,  and  was  thoroughly  identified 
with  the  interests  of  his  native  Canada.  He  received  a  fair  education,  and 
afterwards  spent  a  brief  period  of  his  early  nianhcK id  in  the  honourable  jjrofeasion 
of  school  teaching. 

It  was  in  the  year  1855,  at  a  revival  meeting  conducted  by  th'^  Rev.  G.  J. 
Dingnian,  in  the  Nubbs'  school-h<aise,  in  the  neighbourhood  of  the  fani  ly  resi- 
dence, that  brother  Weldon  was  sa\  ingl>  con  vert  eil  to  Ciod.  The  repentance  that 
led  him  a  seeking  supiiliant  to  a  throne  of  grace  was  deep  and  unfeigned,  and  the 
evidence  of  his  acceptance  with  (iod  al)ode  with  him  till  life's  latest  hour.  From 
that  memorable  hour  the  one  desire  of  his  heart  was  to  lead  sinners  to  the 
Savioin-.  In  the  year  1801,  at  the  call  of  the  Church  i>nd  under  the  constraining 
convictions  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  Bv!>ther  Weldon  was  enrolled  among  the  candi- 
dates for  the  ministry,  and  for  nearly  twenty-f>)ur  years  he  endeavoured  tt) 
discharge  the  duties  of  his  high  vocat4(jn  with  fidelity  and  atfection  and  success. 
His  ministerial  life  was  spent  on  three  districts,  and  on  every  circuit  his  labours 
were  owned  of  God  with  success.  On  sonie  fields  of  labour  extensive  revivals  of 
religion,  w.*-h  large  ac  essions  of  converis  to  the  Church  of  Chr'st,  attested  his 
fidelity  to  the  Master  and  the  Master's  ap[)roval  of  His  servant's  work. 

Some  two  months  after  his  i-eturn  to  Colborne  from  the  Conference  of  1884, 
the  heavy  hand  "f  sickness  laid  him  aside  from  his  loved  work,  Jaundice 
followed  by  drojisy,  inducing  cognate  diseases,  rapidly  wasted  the  tissues  of  a 
strong  and  vigorous  con.stitutinn  until  there  was  little  left  of  the  rol)ust  and 
active  man.  During  nearly  eight  months  our  dear  brother  bore  b  s  afflictions 
with  Christian  patience  and  submission.  He  cherished  the  hope — it  was  hope 
against  hope— almost  to  the  last  that  the  Lord  would  restore  him  to  health  and 
active  service.  He  never  wavered  in  his  confidence  in  the  Saviour.  His  lesti- 
mony  to  (iod's  abiding  presence  and  love  was  freely  borne  all  the  way  to  the 
end.  In  reply  to  the  (jueation  from  his  District  Superintendeiit,  shortly  before 
he  passed  r.wpy  :  "Can  you  resign  your  all  uito  the  hand  of  your  Heavenly 
Father  r'  he  said,  "Yes;  I  am  enabled  to  give  myself,  my  beloved  partner, 
find  our  four  dear  children,  and  my  ministerial  work  all  up,''  adding,  "(iod 
will  take  care  of  me  :'nd  mine."'  At  the  close  of  funeral  scviccs,  held  in  the 
church  where  he  spe.it  the  ciosing  years  of  his  ininistry,  and  where  his  labours 
had  been  so  largely  successful,  his  remains  were  borne  t()  Lindsay  for  interment. 

Brother  Weldon  was  a  good  man,  highly  honourable  towards  his  brethren, 
and  greath-  beloved  by  them.  He  was  faithful  to  the  trust  committed  to  him, 
deliberate  and  kind  in  his  adnrinistration  of  Methodist  di.seipline,  and  a  clear 
and  fearless  preacher  of  the  gospel  of  the  grace  of  God. 
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2.— REV.  JOHN  W.  Bl'TOHER 

Wiis  born  in  St.  James,  Suffolk,  England,  in  the  year  1821,  and  died  at  Peter- 
boro',  ()nt.,  on  tlio  iHth  of  November,  1884,  a!,'ed  (ili  years.  When  but  a  boy 
he  came  to  Prince  Edward  Island  and  settled  in  Charlottetown.  He  was  con- 
verted to  God  in  his  seventeenth  year,  in  a  revival  held  by  the  Kev.  Mr.  Knight, 
pastor  of  the  old  Wesleyan  church  in  that  city.  His  wf)rk  tor  Christ  now 
began,  and  (lod  blessed  his  labours  abundantly.  He  assisted  the  late  Rev.  F. 
Metlierall  (the  tirst  Bible  Christian  missionary  sent  to  Prince  Edward  Island) 
in  special  services  which  resulted  in  the  conversion  of  hundreds  of  souls.  At 
the  close  ot  these  meetings,  Hro.  Butcher  felt  that  his  life  work  was  the 
Christian  ministry,  and  after  much  prayer  to  God  for  guidance,  ho  offered 
himself  to  the  Bible  Christian  Conference  in  1840.  He  was  accepted  by  the 
Conference,  and  received  his  firs*^.  apjiointment  to  the  Union  Station.  For 
twenty-f(jur  years  he  served  the  Church  of  his  choice  etiectively  and  acceptably 
in  the  Prince  Edwanl  Island  mission  work.  During  these  years  Tiro.  Butcher 
laboured  with  untiring  zeal,  and  sutl'ered  many  privations  and  hardships  for  his 
Master  ;  and  yet,  sustained  by  Divine  grace  and  comforttd  by  the  h<ipe  of 
future  reward,  he  was  always  happy  in  liis  work.  In  the  spring  of  18(17  he 
received  his  tirst  appointment  in  Canadian  work  on  the  Peterbor(j'  station. 
His  successive  appointments  were  Peterlioro',  Mitcliell,  Ingersod,  Exeter  and 
Crediton.  On  all  these  circuits  his  cheerful  sympathies  and  genial  dispositiim 
made  him  inany  warm  friends.  His  groat  earnestness  in  preaching  the  Word, 
his  faithful  and  ati'ectionate  pastoral  visitatit^n,  his  comi)lete  consecration  to  God 
auti  devotion  to  all  that  concerned  the  well-being  of  the  Church  will  cause  his 
name  to  be  long  remembered.  But  the  most  precious  and  endearing  monument 
to  liis  menun-y  here,  and  his  greatest  joy  and  glon-  in  heaven,  will  be  found  in 
the  livnidreds  of  souls  led  to  (Jod  under  his  ministry.  On  the  platf(jrni  or  in  the 
puli)it  his  iine  form,  his  pleasant  face  lit  ni  with  a  heaven-kindled  smile,  and 
his  voice  mellow  witli  manifest  goodness  and  natural  pathos  made  him  a  general 
favourite.  Aliout  three  years  ago  he  sought  and  obtained  horn  the  Conference 
a  superannuated  relation,  and  settled  in  Pcterboro'.  His  last  illness  was  of  only 
two  weeks'  duratioi;.  He  gently  breathed  his  life  away  on  Nov.  18th,  and  passed 
triumi)hantly  to  his  reward.     "  The  menuay  of  the  just  is  blessed.''

We  bespeak  for  all  the  ministers  appointed  by  this  Conference 
to  Inbonr  among  you  that  cordial  syiii])Htliy  and  eo-opt-ration  which 
lias  ever  characterized  the  Methodist  jjeople  in  days  gone  by. 
During  the  year  several  of  our  honoui'ed  and  belovtid  brethren  in 
the  ministry  have  been  removed  by  the  hand  of  death.  Tlu;  Rev. 
Dr.  nice,  our  Senior  Gc^ieral  Superintendent,  has  fittingly  closed  in 
Ihristian  triumph  a  long  and  nolile  career  in  the  work  of  God. 
The  memory  also  of  Revs.  Isaac  Weldon  and  J.  \V.  Butcher  will  be 
clierished  by  multitudes  who  were  leil  to  salvation  through  their 
zealous  and  faithful  labours. 

With  3'ou,  we  mourn  the  sad  events  that  have  been  occurring  in 
the  North-West.  The  rebellion,  wickedly  incited  and  stubbondy 
persisted  in,  has  been  met  by  an  outburst  of  patriotism  and  self- 
>iioritice  which  can  never  be  forgotten.  We  trust  that  the  courage, 
emlurance,  and  devotion  to  duty,  so  signally  e.\'hibiteil  by  on 
volunteers,  may  never  again  ivquire  to  be  called  into  I'xercise  in  the 
.suppression  of  any  similar  insurrection. 

We  trust  in  God  that  lasting  peace  may  speedily  be  established 
in  that  distracted  portion  of  our  country  :  while  to  those  whose 
beloved  friends  have  fallen  in  the  sti  'ggle,  we  extend  our  tenderest 
.'sympathies,  and  offer  up  our  most  fervent  prayers  on  their  behalf. 

We  cannot  but  feel  the  highest  .satisfaction  in  the  fact  that  in 
no  single  instance  have  any  of  the  Indians  under  the  care  of  our 
C'hnrch  taken  any  part  in  aiding  this  rebellion — a  strong  additional 
proof  of  the  reality  and  power  of  our  missionary  lal)Ours  among 
these  p)eople,  and  a  most  co)ivincing  argument  for  the  great  and 
innr.ediate  extension  of  our  missionary  work  among  tliem. 

While  the  rebellion  has  had  the  ctiect  of  temporarily  disorgan- 
izing our  work  ii  the  Xorth-West.  we  rejoice  that  elsewhere 
throughout  the  va.st  missionary  field  the  most  cheering  evidences 
of  prosperity  have  been  witnessed. 

The  great  educational  interests  and  work  of  our  Ghurch  claim 
now,  as  never  before,  the  most  profound  att(!ntion  and  the  most 
judicious  management.  Wa  trust  that  such  a  policy  will  be  pursued 
as  will  be  at  once  true  to  our  Methodist  history  in  the  past,  and 
the  best  for  the  great  future  of  our  Church  and  of  our  country. 

We  heartily  rejoice  in  the  steady  growth  of  the  Temperance 
and  Prohibition  sentiment  of  this  country.  Elsewhere  will  be  found 
the  energetic  and  unanimous  utterances  of  our  Conference  on  the 
recent  attempts  to  emasculate  the  Canada  Temperance  Act,  and  our 
fixed  resolution  never  to  falter  until  the  liquor  traffic  is  fully  and 
finally  prohibited  throughout  the  land. 
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Wo  would  most  earnestly  fall  tlie  attention  of  our  peopK?  onof 
more  to  the  sacred  duty  and  ur^^ont  neei-ssity  of  increased  lilieiality 
in  Hustainini,'  the  various  works  of  the  Church.  \V(.'  tirnily  bt'licvV 
that  tilt'  hvM.  way  of  securinij  this  is  l»y  the  univt-rsal  adoption  of  tht- 
scriptural  injunction  of  s^'stcuiatic  and  proportionate  j^dvinLj.  We 
cornniend  the  subject  to  the  most  serious  and  prayerful  considera- 
tion of  our  j)eoplt'. 

Wo  would  also  aijjain  express  our  commondation  of  the  inci'eas- 
ingly  oxcellent  literature  of  the  Church,  which  for  choapness,  first- 
class  MK.'chanical  execution,  hii^h  literary,  moral  and  religious  worth 
is,  wo  think,  unsurpassed  on  tliis  continent.

Your  (Joinniittuf  on  the  State  of  the  Work  beg  to  report  as 
follows  : — 

The  State  of  the  Work,  in  respoct  of  its  purely  spiritual  as- 
pect, is  such  as  to  call  forth  hearty  tlmnksffivings  to  Almighty 
God  for  the  great  gift  of  His  Spirit  during  the  past  year,  in  con- 
nection with  tlie  regular  and  the  special  religious  services  of  tin' 
Church,  especially  in  connection  with  the  latter.  "  Tiie  proniisi'  of 
the  Father  "  lia^  been  fulfilled  to  us:  and  we  have  been  made  to 
feel  again  the  force  of  thi'  ti'uth,  "  It  is  not  by  n)ight  nor  liy 
power,  but  by  My  Spirit."  And  the  Committee  desire  tfi  reiuinii 
the  Confei'ence  of  the  faet,  that  the  outpouring  of  the  Spirit  lia> 
been  not  a  local  gift,  but  a  gift  to  the  Conference — almost  every 
circuit  sharing  in  this  .supreme  and  indispensable  blessing  of  tlu- 
Most  High.  As  a  re.;ult,  many  hundreds  have  been  added  to  tin 
membership  of  the;  Church. 

In  connection  with  this  great  fact,  it  must  be  remembered  how 
much  we  needed  this  cementing  intiut  nee  of  grace  to  bind  into  a 
couipact  IkjcIv  oitr  Viut  rccentlv  ory,!iuicallv  united  Methodism:  ami 
we  liratefally  accept  the  blessing  of  (Jod  upon  our  labours  as  a 
'jompleting  evidence  that  in  consmnmating  Union  we  but  fultillol 
His  will. 

The  general  testimony  concerning  the  Union,  so  far  as  it  coiiM 
be  gathered  by  your  Committee,  is,  that,  with  vt-ry  few  exceptions. 
it  has  worked  well,  and  thereby  we  have  been  taught  that  man\ 
of  our  fears  w^ere  baseless. 

The  woi'k  of  grace,  over  which  we  I'ejoice,  has  had  its  own 
effect  upon  all  the  interests  of  the  Church. 

While  we  thiiik  it  is  true  that  there  is  a  growing  respect  foi 
the  Lortl's  Day  among  our  pecjple,  we  are  satisfied  that  much  re- 
mains to  be  done  in  the  direction  of  cultivating  a  still  more  loyal 
feeling  in  regard  to  the  proper  observance  of  this  great  Christian 
holy  day. 

Your  Committee  were  unaniuK)Us  in  recognizing  the  fact  tliat 
there  has  V)een  of  late  an  increase  of  temperance  feeling  and  senti- 
ment and  laljours,  amounting  to  a  revival,  throughout  all  thf 
region  covered  by  the  Conference,  and  that  this  rising  tide  gi\es 
]iromise  of  continuing  its  flow  until  the  abomination  of  the  liquor 
trade  be  for  ever  hidden  from  our  view. 

Sabbath  School  statistics  contirme  to  sJiow  progress  all  along 
the  line. 

Your  Committee  think  that  our  congregations  generally 
throughout  the  Conference  are  ripe  for  evangelistic  work,  and  an- 
ticipate great  good  to  follow  the  organization  of  a  Conferenci 
Evangelistic  Society. 
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The  Coniniittee  recouiinend  very  earnestly  that  this  subject  of 
the  State  of  the  Work  should  have  a  more  definite  and  impressive 
recognition  in  the  various  courts  of  the  Church,  where  now,  un- 
happily, tlie  (juestioi.  of  finance  and  administration  crow<l  out  the 
still  more  important  ((uestion  of  the  State  of  the  Work,  and  would 
tespectfully  urge  the  Conference  to  show  the  lower  courts  a  good 
example  in  this  respect. 

In  considering  the  State  of  the  Work,  the  conclusion  of  the 
whole  matter  with  your  Committee  is,  that  never  did  a  Conference 
enter  upon  its  career  with  brighter  promises  than  the  Bay  of 
Quinte  Conference.

REPORT  OF  THfJ  EDLCATJOXAL  COM]MITTEE. 


Your  Committee  are  gratified  to  be  able  to  report  that  the 
educational  .schemes  of  our  Church  have  met.  during  the  past  year, 
with  increased  .sympathy  from  our  people,  .'n  this  Conference  we 
enjoy  having  within  its  bounds  our  M(^thodist  University,  and 
also  Albert  Colleiie,  with  its  adjunct,  Alexandria  Colleo'e.  The.se 
institutions  of  higher  education  are  accomplishing  a  noble  work 
in  this  country,  under  Christian  guardianshij) :  and  while  other 
Churches  grow  enthusiastic  over  the  prosperity  of  their  educational 
institutions,  we  call  upon  our  Methodist  people  to  'ippreciate  the 
unexcelled  efficiency  and  moral  safety  of  our  own  University  and 
College.s. 

Victoria  University,  at  the  close  of  the  past  college  year,  sent 
out,  from  all  departments,  lOo  graduates  She  has  made  for  her- 
self a  noble  history,  and  we  anticij)ate  her  future  career  with  hope- 
ful pride.  Tn  Albert  Co' lege  our  people  posse.ss  a  most  effi(:ient 
institution,  where  young  men  and  women  are  thoroughly  prepared 
for  entering  up^m  the  higher  course  of  study,  and  for  successfully 
filling  positions  in  commercial,  professional  and  .social  life,  and  we 
heartily  commend  it  to  the  patronage  of  our  people. 

We  would  again  express  our  hearty  sympathy  with  the  work 
of  the  Bursar  of  Albert  College,  Rev.  Amos  (jampbell.in  his  effort, 
as  agent  of  tliat  iii.stitution,  fo  complete  the  (.'iidowment,  and  suc- 
cessfully lay  before  our  people  the  claims  and  advantages  of  the 
College. 

In  the  great  increase  in  the  membership  of  the  IMethodist 
Church  during  the  pasl,  year,  in  the  increased  contribution  to  the 
Missionary  Society,  and  in  the  delightful  harmony  that  has  pre- 
vailed, we'  gratefully  i-ecognize  the  marks  of  ])ivine  approval  of 
MethodLst  Union;  and  while  other  departments  of  Church  work 
have  thus  advanced,  our  Educational  Fund  has  received,  iu  this  Con- 
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t'eronce,  a  contribution  twenty  per  cent,  in  advance  of  that  given 
last  year  by  all  the  bodies  now  united.  Let  us  determine  to  raise 
for  tliis  fund  in  the  Bay  of  (^>uiiite  Conference,  this  year,  at  least 
.S2,000. 

We  reconnnend  Conference  to  direct  the  attention  of  all  the 
ministers  to  the  rcciuirenients  of  the  Discipline,  that  the  claims  of 
this  essential  department  of  our  Churcli  work  may  ])e  brought 
before  each  congregation  on  every  Circuit;  and  that  collections 
and  subscriptions  may  be  solicited  somewhat  early  in  the  ("onfei- 
ence  year.

Your  Committee  on  Memoi-ials  having  liad  under  consideration 
the  memorial  of  CampbcUford  Oilicial  Meeting,  praying  for  a  re- 
ver.sal  of  the  action  of  the  Conference  Special  Committee,  in 
placing  the  Caniptu'llford  late  Bible  Christian  parsonage  in  connec- 
tion with  Seymour  East  Circuit,  beg  to  sul^mit': — 1st.  That,  as  the 
parsonage  was  chieily  paid  for  by  the  people  contained  in  the  .said 
Seymour  East  Circuit — of  which  (.'ampbcllford  was  at  that  time  only 
a  very  weak  appointment,  contributing  about  'i^M)  of  the  :?1,400,  the 
co.st  of  said  par.sonage — it  does  Jiot  a})pear  that  any  wrong  was 
done  to  Campl)ellford  Methodist  C'lmrch  l>y  the  Special  Committee 
in  orderhig  that  the  parsonage  should  be  retained  for  the  use  of 
the  people  Ity  whom  it  was  i-rected,  and  which,  by  the  arrangement 
of  last  year,  was  left  a  very  weak  charge,  and  without  any  other 
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parsonage  than  the  building  in  dispute,  in  which  tlie  present  occu- 
pant rtisided  as  pastor  of  tlie  same  Circuit  liet'ore  the  Union,  Canip- 
Itellt'ord  being  its  geographical  centre.  2nd.  Tiie  legal  opinicm  of 
Mr.  J.  J.  McLaren,  laid  before  your  Committee,  is  evidently  liased 
upon  the  assumption  that  the  only  claim  upon  the  Bible  Christian 
connexional  property  sold  was  such  amounts  as  were  comprise*!  in 
certain  mortgages  upcm  said  properties ;  wherea.;,  by  i-eference  to 
the  General  Conference  Journal,  page  88,  and  .sub-section  4  on 
page  13  of  tlie  Discipline,  it  is  evident  that  the  Bib<e  Chri.stian 
Ti'casurers  still  in  office  have  claims  abs(jiutc  upon  proceeds  of  all 
Bible  Christian  connexional  property  sold,  so  long  as  any  of  the 
missionary  debt  remains  unpaid — that  is,  after  extinction  of  all 
other  debts  on  such  property. 

In  view  of  the  foregoing,  your  Committee  respectfully  submit 
that  the  decision  of  the  Special  Conference  Connuittee,  making 
the  said  parsonage  part  of  the  Trust  Estate  of  the  East  Seymour 
Circuit,  be  confirmed.

REPOUT  OF  THE   SABBATH  SCHOOL      OMMITTEE 


i^'our  Committee  beg  to  report,  that  in  consequenccj  of  the  re- 
tm-ns  o£  last  year  beini,'  omitted  in  the  Minutes,  we  have  not  sp^fi- 
cieut  data  to  note  any  comparative  increase,  or  otherwise,  uur 
present  retui'ns,  however,  contain  many  important  and  interesting 
features,  principally  among  whicli  we  mention, — Number  of  schools, 
.")2s,  supplied  with  a  statt'  of  2(j^)d  teachers,  who  are  instructing 
20,782  scholars,  .'U93  of  whom  are  meeting  in  class:  13()S  of  these 
are  reported  to  have  been  convertinl  during  the  present  year,  a  very 
gratifying  proportion,  surely,  to  the  whole  number  of  the  reported 
increase  of  members  to  the  Conference.  About  one  sixth  only  of 
-he  number  in  our  Sabbath -schools  are  studying  the  Catechism, 
whicu  yom-  Committee  think  is  not  a  -fair  proportion,  and  would 
tl  "re^'ore  recommend  its  more  general  use.  Over  GOOO  of  our  scholars 
are  reported  pledged  to  total  abstinence ;  while  this  is  a  hopeful 
sign,  yet  we  believe  the  organization  of  Bands  of  Hope  in  connec- 
tion with  our  schools  would  greatly  augment  the  number.  Cur 
libraries  furnish  Sabbath -school  literature  in  volumes  to  the  number 
of  2i:),347.  Our  own  denominational  periodicals  are  {jatronized,  in 
the  aggregate,  to  the  number  of  about  21,000,  while  a  little  over 
-■^000' are  publications  from  other  sources.  We  recommend  the 
more  general  use  of  our  own  periochcals.  The  general  Missionary 
interest  has  been  aided  by  our  school?  to  the  amount  of  Sl,400  for 
the  present  year ;   the  aniount  for  home  school  purposes,  upwards 
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of  SS,.')00.  The  coiiti-il)uti()n.s  to  the  Sahl)ath-school  Aid  aii«l 
Extension  Fninl,  thou^di  Iti'poniinii;  nioiv  ^'ontiral,  yet  are  not 
suMiciontlv  lar<,'(\  in  ujost  instances,  to  \n>  comuh'ivA  lil)eral.  W.' 
note  with  ])leasure,  however,  the  sum  of  ^IfS'i.'l^  on  this  behalf. 
Your  CJoiiiniittee  reconnneri'l  that  the  Superintcnidents  of  Circuits 
ami  Missions  take  up  or  provide  for  a  coHection  in  eacli  scliool,  in 
the  inontii  ot"  Au;^nist,  or  as  early  in  the  yeai"  as  possible,  in  aid  of 
this  Fund.  A  pretty'  <,'eneral  unitorinity  is  oijserved  in  the;  use 
of  the  Jnt(M'national  Lessons.  Teachers'  nieetin;^'s  for  the  study  of 
the  weekly  lesson  are  reportecl  to  be  <^"'y  •^-  ^^^^'  observt>  here 
room  for  improvement.  From  necessity,  or  some  other  cause,  only 
a  little  more  than  one  half  of  our  schools  are  reported  to  be  k(>pt 
open  during'  the  year.

On  the  whole,  this  departnu'iit  of  our  work  yfives 
much  promise  ami  ho|)e,  and  will,  we  l.)elie\e,  if  diligently  and 
earnestly  culti\'ated,  yield  i-esults  in  an  a])undant  harvest  of  souls 
being  gathered  into  the  Church,  and  finally  into  the  Kingdom  of 
Heaven.

(J>)  It  is  not  re(|uired  to  register  names  of  Trustees,  or  changes 
in  Trust  Boards,  but  it  i,  required  to  keep  full  and  e.xact  recoid  in 
Trustees'  books. 

(o)  The  Annual  Conferences  of  1885  will  necessarily  take  steps, 
prejmratory  to  the  Animal  Conferences  of  J  8811,  to  enable  those 
bodies  to  meet  the  reiiuiremeiits  of  Discipline,  page  58,  paragraph 
107,  and  page  140,  paragraph  294,  resj)ecting  stiitements,  lists, 
'loscriptions,  etc.,  of  membership,  property,  institutions,  etc.,  as 
called  for  from  the  several  Annual  Conferences  by  the  General 
Conference.
